Ir is stated on what seems to be good au- 
thority that Judge Folger has deelined the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury, which was 
offered him by President Arthur. Judge 
Folger was elected Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of New York last year. Ilis 
term of office is fourteen years, and his sal- 
ary is $12,000 per annum, and at the end of 
his term—he will be then over 70—he can re- 
tire on full pay. Such- a position he thinks 
too good to give upfora three-years’ term 
in the Secretaryship of the Treasury. 
Ex-Gov. E. D. Morgan is now mentioned 
as the probable successor of Secretary 
Windom, but there are those who say that 
he does not want the place, and that the man- 
agement of his private affairs needs his en- 
tire attention. Attorney-General MacVeagh 
has been asked to remain until the star-route 
cases are concluded, but, although it is pos- 
sible he may remain until December, it is al- 
most certain that he will decline to remain 
longer. Postmaster-General James has been 
asked to remain for an indefinit period, and 
has decided to remain -at least until the star- 
route cases are decided.

FLIGHT OF A DEFAULTER.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 12.—Henry D. White, Sec- 
retary of the Shoe and Leather Insurance Com- 
pany, is a defauiter to an amount not less than 
$15,000. An examination of the beoks thus far 
shows a deticiency of over $15,000. Mr. White is 
one of the best Known insurance men in Boston. 
He is President of the Bostun Protective De- 
partment. and has been for fifteen years in nis 
present position at the Shoe and Leather. He 
absconded Monday night, leaving town the 
ore Line train to New York. The 
Board of Directors this afternoon declared 
the office of Secretary vacant, and the 
police have been put upon the track of Mr. 
White. It seems that he took but $700 in ready 
cash atthe time of his flight, that being the 
amount in the office. One or two members of 
the Board of Investment suspected that some- 
thing was wrong nearly a month ago, and so in- 
formed the President. It is not thought that 
Mr. White's peculations have covered a period 
of about seven months. Instead of crediting 
outside agents, of whom there are over 400, with 
the payment of neces, they were reported as 
still although vouchers were sent 
them for cash as received. It was on the face 
of it a plan that must soon result in exposure, 
and indicates the reckless necessity which 
prompted Mr. White to adopt such dishonest 
measures. One agent finally visited Boston ana 
preseuted vouchers showing the payment of a 
balance entered upon the books as still due. 
Exposure, of course, followed immediately. So 
far as has yet been learned, the deficit does not 
exceed $15,000. This includes the accounts of 
most agents, but there

BARON STEUBEN, 


The Great Drill-Sergeant. 
New York Tribune.“ 

It was fit and proper that the representatives 
of the Steuben family should be iuvited to par- 
‘ticipate in the Yorktown ceremonial. The 
Baron Steubes was one of the foreign officers 
who came to the assistance of our Revolution- 
ary fathers, and who remained an American 
citizen to the end of his lire. He 
was indeed a great acquisition. Trained 
in the martial school of Frederick the Great, he 
had won his laurels at Prague and Rossbach, 
and bad risen to be an Adjutant-General on the 
King’s staff. He came to us ata dark period of 
the war, and his first services were rendered 
amid the wintry want of Valley Forge. He 
drilled our troops as he only could have drilled 
them. He wasa thorough disciplinariau, and his 
manual for the army was approved by 
Congress in 1779. He was an accomplished sol- 
dier cf, great knowledge and experience, and 
sometimes, it is said, the clumsiness of bis men 
sorely tried his tensper. His knowledge of the 
English language was limited, and the tradition 
is that he swore very freely at the troops ia 
German and French. Once, when particularly 


exasperated, he called out to his aid: Venez, 
mon ami Walker, sucrez de gwaucherie of dese 
budauds—je n'en puis plus—I cap curse dem no 
more.” He was a member of the court martial 
which tried and doomed Maj. Andre in 1730, and 
in the same year bad command of the troops in 
Virginia, and did good work ic making matters 
‘uncomfortable for Benedict Arnold, who was in 
command of the British forces. Subsequently 
be was attached to Lafayette’s division, and 
took part in the siege of Yorktown. 

Maj. Ebenezer Denny, a diurist of the Revolu- 


tion, writing at Williamsburg Sept. 15, 1781, says: 


„Baron Steubeo is our great military oracle. 
The guards attend the grand parade at an early 
hour., where the Baron is always ound waiting 
with one oi two aids on horseback. These men 
are exercised and put through various evolutions 
and military experiments for two hours—muany 
‘officers and spectators present; excellent school 
this. At length the duty of the parade comes 
on. The guards are told otf; officers take their 
posts; wheel by platoons to the right; fine vorps 
of music detailed for this duty, which strikes 
up: the whole march off, saluting the Baron 
and field-ollicer of the day as they pass.“ We 
can here imagine the Baron in bis element, bis 
vigilant eyes watching every movement and 
his voluble tongue execrtgting in mingled 
French, German, and English every sign of 
ignorance, of indolence, and of clumsiness. Ina 
separate command he did not win much distinc- 
tion: indeed, he did not have much chance, 
for his operations in Virginia were brief, and 
were not very fortunate. Congress, however, 

ut a high estimate upon his services, for in 

790 it voted him a life annuity of $2,500; and 
he bad a plenty of land also voted him by 
different States. New York gave him 16,000 
acres near Utica. He transferred a good deal of 
it to bis aids. Some ot it he himself improved, 
and he lived until 1794. 

When Steuben was appointed Inspector there 
seemed to have been some fear that the unde- 
tined duties of his office might give rise to dis- 
satisfaction and occasion embarrassment. Ham- 
iiton was apprehensive that “a fondness 
for power and importance, natural to 
every man, might lead him to wish for 
more extensive prerogatives in bis department 
than it would be for the good of the service to 
grant.” Yet Hamilton considered the Baron 
“a valuable man,“ and thought that he ought 
to be treated “with all the deference which 
good policy micht warrant.“ At times Steuben 
was very much discontented, and almost re- 
solved to quit the service. He was particularly 
bumpered by Lee and Mifflin, or he thought so; 
but the matter was patched up by sendiug bim 
to Rhode Igland. 

The hKepublic undoubtedly owed the services 
of Baron Steuben to French influences. He 
came to this country partly through the per- 
suasions of St. Germain. Perhaps, as a soldier, 
he was ready for service in any honorable cause; 
but he liked the Untted States well enough to 
remain in them for the rest of nislife. He gave 
us the benefit ot bis great knowledge and mil- 
itary experience; and it is payme to his mem- 
ory no doubtful compliment to say that he was 
precisely the man wanted at the moment when 
he lent us his sword.

THE MARRIAGE SUSTAINED. 


End of a Lengthy Litigation Concern- 
ing the Validity of a Verbal Marriage

New York, Oct. 11.—William O. Hynes, once a 
prominent business-man of St. Louis, came 
to this cityanumber of years ago, and in- 
vested a large part of his property in real 
estate. He afterwards went to London, and put 
up at the Langham Hotel. He became very in- 
timate with one of the room- girls, and lived with 
her fora time as bis mistress. The room-girl 
suddenly informed him one evening that she 
would not live with him any longer unless he 
married her. He expostulated with her and 
declared her demand unreasonable. She ro- 
mained obdurate and he left der in a great 
rage. On his way down-stairs be was met by the 
laudiady, who asked him what had happened to 
throw him into such a state of excitement. He 
explained the situation, and sbe advised bim to 
go up-stairs with ber, saying she would see if 
something could not be done to arrange the 
misunderstending between them. He con- 
sented, and went back up-stuirs, and in the 
presence of the landlady and her hus- 
band promised to take the girt as his wife, 
and Kuve her a ring. The giri consented 
and took the ring. He gave as his reason for 
dispensing with the marriage ceremony that he 
did not believe in it or “in the mumbling of any 
priest.“ He soon atter crossed over to France 
with his wife, and while on the Channel con- 
tirmed the contract of their marriage. in order, 
us be said, that there might be no douht about its 
validity. The marriage in question took place in 
187], and Mr. Hynes lived with his wife, 
us such, until his death, which oocurred in 1874, 
He left two children, both boys. Sisters of the 
deceased applied to the Surrogate of this county 
and obtained letters of administration on bis 
estate as bis next of kin. Mrs. Hynes with her 
children afterward came over to New York, 
und began an action in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas to obtain possession of real 
estate. Suit was resisted on the part of the 
sisters, on the ground that there had never 
been avy valid marriage with Mrs. Hynes, and 
that ber children were illegitimate. he case 
was tried. and the jury brought ina verdict in 
favor of Mrs. Hynes, and uphoiding the mar- 
riage. The question of the validity of the mar- 
riage between American citizens in England, 
which had not been contracted ac- 
cording to the formalities required 
in the latter country, was carried to 
the Court of Appeuls, which held that the mar- 
riage, having been contracted according to the 
law of the domicile of the contracting parties 
was valid iu tis country, whatever might be its 
legal effect in Engiand. The defendants in the 
ejectinent suit took advantage ot a provision in 
the code to demand another trial. The second 
trial was begun on Tuesday of last week and 
concluded today. The jury again rendered a 
verdict in favor of Mrs. Hynes.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


A Statement on Behalf of the Canal 
Company-—Conditions of Health in 
the Region Which the Canal Crosses 
~The Work That Mas Been Done 
Thus Far. 

New York Times, Oct. 11. 

Parties interested in the Panama Canal Com- 
pany claim that representations have recently 
been made with reference to the operations of 
that company on the isthmus calculated to 
misiead the public, and a long statement 
has been prepared to show che actual 
condition of affairs. This statement is 
made up.of extracts from official reports. 
As regards the healthfulness of the isthmus 
it is maintained that the diseases which 
take the epidemic form are mainly those intro- 
duced by merchant and other vessels, and these 
are generally carried from other countries, and 
are aggravated by the insufficient ventilation of 
the ships. The di attributable to local 
causes are miasmatic fevers. These, as else- 
where, are more or less aggravated by 
the seasons. Temperate and cleanly peo- 
ple, it is said, are no more la- 
ble to malarial diseases at Aspinwall 
and Panama than in aay other of the tropical 
regions. The Panama Company has, however, 
established a medical corps on the isthmus and 
propose to ‘build hospitals as soon as possible. 
Ten Sisters of Charity have gone to Panama to 
act as nurses, and it is said to be the intentuon of 
the company to make the amplest provision 
possible to take care of all who may become 
sick. ln order to prevent laborers from dangerous 
exposure to the climate, houses will be provided 
for.their shelter along the line of the canal. 
Several of these houses bave already been 
erected. It is officially stated that “a corps of 
competent medival officers, with all the neces- 
sary medical suppiies, and with hospitais and 
hospital ambulances, and with carefully 
scribed sanitary regulations, will be enabled 
to counteract all the ordinary effects of 
the climate and b the begithfulness of 
the laborers to the bigbest possible maxi- 
mum.“ Recently publisbed statistics show that 
during the seven months up to Sept. 1. 1881, out 
of 4,000 cases of sickness there were but twenty- 
seven deaths, and all but four of those occurred 
in the months of June, July, and August. Nine 
of the deaths were caused by yellow-lever, six 
by malignant fever, and three by bilious remit- 
tent fever. Typhoid-fever and cholera, it is 
claimed, are unknown on the isthmus, and scar- 
let-fever, scariatina, ana dipbtheria are only 
known in the sporadic state, and in isolated 


cases. 

With reference to the work already done by 
the Panama Canal Company it is explained that 
a satisfactory arrangement was not made with 
the Pavama Railroad Company, to carry the im- 
mense amount of material necessary to be taken 
inte the interior until last June, and therefore 
the time in which actual work could be 
done has deen limited. The preliminary

It is shown to be a succession of 
layers of clay, representing the degrada- 
tions of a gfeenish pyroxenic rock, which 
through its gradual degradations and decom 
situOn bas produced this formation. At other 
places the ground bored to a depth of twenty- 
tive métres bas revealed nearly ev way, in- 
stead of successive formations, methodically ar- 
ranged, a chain of derived rocks growing softer 
and softer.

THE ELECTIONS TUESDAY. 

The success of the Republican ticket in the 
Ohio election Tuesday was not wholly unex- 
pected, yet it was in some respects a note- 
worthy triumph. Owing to the illness and 
death of President Garfield, the campaign 
had been unusually lifeless. There was 
comparatively no public speaking, and avery 
deficient organization. Experience has dem- 
onstrated that these are conditions pecul- 
jarly favorable to Democratic success. 
Little or no urging is required to bring the 
Democrats to the polls, while there is a cer- 
tain proportion of Republicans who cannot 
be got out unless they receive a special invi- 
tation. The Prohibitionists, too, were 
very active, and their strength is 
almost wholly drawn from the Re- 
publican vote. It was believed, for 
these and other reasons, that the cuntest 
would be close, if not doubtful, and that the 
Democrats were more likely than not to 
carry the Legislature. The Legislative dis- 
tricts, it should be remembered, were laid 
out by a Democratic Legislature in 1871, and 
a Republican majority of 5,000 to 10,000 is 
required to ov@come the effects of former 
gerrymandering. 

The Republican victory was much more 
complete than any save the mosi sanguine of 
the managers had dared to hopg fur. Ac- 
cording to the latest advices Foster and the 
whole State ticket are elected by ma- 
jorities ranging from 12,000 to 20.000; 
two out of three of the State Sen- 
ators and nine out of ten of the Represent- 
atives elected in Hamilton County are 
Republicans, and the Legislature is certainly 
Republican in both branches. This meaus 
that no pian of redistricting the State in the 
Democratic interest can possibly get through. 
The whole government of the State is 
in Republican hands. 

The Prohibition vote, which contributed a 


palgn, will probably exceed 12,000, which is 
three times as large as the vote cast for the 
Teetotal candidate in the Foster-Ewing cam- 
paign of 1879. Nearly all of this vote came 
from the Republican side. The fact that 
Foster was able to poll so considerable a 
plurality in spite of it is fresh evidence of his 
strength with the people. There were also 
a number of distracting issues in Hamilton 
County, involving many split tickets and a 
„great deal of wrangling between the fac- 
tions. If none of these discordant circum- 
stances had attached to the campaign, and 
there had been a fairly active canvass, with 
the question of supporting a Garfield Admin- 
istration in the foreground, we believe Mr. 
Foster might easily have had à plurality of

WALL STREET AND THE TREASURY. 

Secretary Windom in the circular made 
public Tuesday releases $5,000,000 more of 
thag#rey held in the Treasury. As might 
have been pedicted, this fails to satisfy the 
watered-stock speculators of Wall street. 
Our dispatehes represent them as indignant 
over the parsimony of the Treasury. A de- 
cline of prices, in Government bonds and 


| wila-cat stocks alike, expresses the disap- 


poiniment of the gambling operators, who 
fancy that they voice the opinion of finan- 
cial circles. Secretary Windom found that 
the receipts of the Treasury during Sep- 
tember were $5,000,000 greater than the dis- 
bursements. That he hastens to return to the 
channels of business. Further than that he 
declines to go, because he could not pay out 
a larger sum withove invading the reserve 
held against the legui-tenders, or using the 
money set apart for the payment of called 
bonds. 

One of the signs of the times is the clamor 
of speculators for relief from the Treasury 
for the money masket. It is more than a 
straw showing which way the wind blows; 
it is a storm-flag. It is a sign that specula- 
tion and railroad building have absorbed 
capital to a dangerous point. Speculators 
have been buying corn, oats, wheat, cotton, 
and railroad stocks with borrowed money, 
until they have used up all the floating capi- 
tal of the New York money market, 
have made its equilibrium so unstgble that 
it cannot endure the temporary withdrawal 
to the Treasury vaults of the money 
paid for taxes. A simple comparison 
of figures will show how speculation will 
outruy its resources. During the past year 
$125,000,000 of gold have been added to our 
stock. In the same time the Treasury has 
increased its holdings of money 841. 20, O00. 
And yet Wall street has the effrontery to 
claim that the monetary stringency now felt 
in New York is due to the absorption of 
money by the Treasury, and this preposter- 
ous assertion is supported by such journals 
as the Boston Advertiser and the New York

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ART AT THE CHICAGO o EXPOSITION. 

There are several departments od art rep- 
resented in the Exposition which have not 
yet received the attention they deserve from 
these of our citizens who are interested in 
such matters, mainly, perhaps, because there 
is an erroneous impression that the collection 
as a whole is inferior to those of past seasons. 
In the mere matter of oil paintings we un- 
questionably have had coliections here supe- 
rior to it, but considered in the aggregate it 
is fully up to the average, and iu water 
colors it has néver been surpassed at ahy 
previous Exposition. ‘The departwentof oil 
paintings is very miscellaneous in character, 
and there is a noted absence of many promi- 
nent names. Keough, Inness, Smilie, Wyant, 
Tiffany, Van Elten, MeEntee, Bellows, Gif- 
ford, De Haas, Merle, D’Aubigny, and 
Bricher, whose works are always worth con- 
sidering, are handsomely represented. One 
of the best pictures is the Youn® Gir! of 
Etretat,” by the late Hugues Merle, the Paris- 
jan artist, who died about a year ago. The 
pose of the figure is delightful, and the face, 
in its softness and dreaminess, has an effect 
which will long haunt one. Another strik- 
ing painting is The Funding Bill,” by 
Eastman Johnson, which might, however, 
have had most any other title applicable to 
two men conversing together. The great 
merit of the picture lies in its accurate draw- 
ing and the lifelike atgitudes of the con- 
versers, while the strength and feeling fer 
close detail which characterize the accesso- 
ries highten the general effect.

The water-color department is the gem of 
the collection and contains no less than 2 
pictures, with very few commonplace ex- 
amples among them. It is pleasant to notice 
that Mr. Earle, one of our most promising 
home artists, is largely and creditably repre- 
sented, and that he does not suffer by com- 
parison with older and more famous artists. 
it would be impossible in our limited space 
to mention ali that ought to be studied, but 
we can give place to a few of the more strik- 
ing, such as those by Winslow Homer and F. 
S. Church, which are peculiarly noticeable 
for originality and even oddity in concep- 
tion, as well as faithfulness in work; The 
Spanish Matadore,“ by Vibert; “A ‘Bright 
Summer Day.“ Connecticut River Scene,“ 
and A Quiet Nook in Connecticut,” by Van 
Elten; Moor Reposing,” by Hispa- 
leto; “The Pine Trees of Bordighera,“ 
by Colman;. “Summer,” by Wyant; 
“Wait a Moment,” by Guardabassi, the 
figures in which are full of action; „The 
Riverside Inn,” by Bellows; Marguerite.“ 
by Satterlee; and In the Darkling Wood,” 
a very large picture, by F. H. Smith. A very 
pleasant morning may be spent among the 
water-colors alone. Outside the art-gallery 
there is a collection of heads done by pupils 


of the Academy of Fine Arts in this city, 
which deserved to have a place inside, as 
they are lost to the great crowd uf people 
where they are hung, being upon one side of 
the entrance to the gallery, where nine per- 
sons out of ten would pass by without stop- 
ping to see them. Fhey are in oil, water, and 
crayon, and there are also a number of fif- 
teen-minute sketches in pencil. Taken to- 
gether, it is a remarkable collection, and 
speaks well for the system of instruction in 
the Academy. 

The exhibitions of pottery are not the least 
interesting features of the art exhibit, and 
it would have been better had they been 
grouped together. One lot is a collection of 
faienee, in which there are sixty-eight 
pieces, sent here from Philadelphia. It is 
peculiarly rich in Royal Worcester, Crown 
Derby, Minton, French, and Vienna vases, 
which are beautiful in color and tracery. Be- 
sides the displays made by our home cealers 
in such wares, which are very rich, the Cin- 
cinnati Pottery Association has sent a hand- 
some collection of Limoges work, nearly 
every piece of which has been sold iere. 
Chicago has done but very liftie of this kind 
of work, mainly owing io the absence of 
facilities for firing, but one lady, Mrs. V. B. 
Jenkins, and her pupils make a very credita- 
ble display of Limoges. 

The examples which we have cited above 
in the various departments are not in- 
tended for comment, but merely to call the 
attention of our art lovers and connoisseurs 
to the fact that the Exposition contains 
a great deal of interest to them. The num- 
ber of saies is fully up to that of any 
past year, if not above the average, so 
that it is certain some of the choicest of 
the works will remain to beautify our private 
residences. Mostof the sales, however, are 
coufined to foreign pictures, though the ex- | 
hibits of our own artists are by no means in- 
ferior, and ought to be patronized by way of 
encouragement.

WHAT MAKES A LEGAL OATH. 

The Court ot Appeals of New York has 
within a few days handed down a decision 
declaring the law upon a question of great 
is worthy of attention in 
every community. About a year ago it be- 
known in Albany County that the 
grossest frauds had been committed upon | 
the County Auditing Board by the presenta- | 
tion of unwarranted claims. The boldest | 
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laws touching this subject were believed to 
be a certain clique of undertakers, who, by 
connivance with the Coroners, had been 
enabled for a number of years to obtain pay- 
ment of bills tor taking care of and bury- 
ing as bodies of paupers and those upon 
whom ingnests had been held the re- 
mains of persons which in some cases 


| prevent 
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the claimants had never even seen. They 
had thus obtained thousands of dollars. 
In order to throw all possible light 
upon the matter, the itemized bills of 
the undertakers last presented were pub- 
lished in full in the columns of the 
newspapers Of Albany, and it then became 
known thatin many cases where the claim- 
ants had attended to the burial of the per- 
sons named in their bills they had received 
full payment for their services from surviv- 
ing relatives. So brazen had these swindilers 
become that they included in their bills as 
receiving paupers’ burial persons who 
had been buried with military and society 
honors by local organizations. These dis- 
closures aroused great indignation, es- 
pecially among the worthy poor, many of 
whom had drawn upon their little hoard of 
savings or pinched and scrimped for montlis 
to give the remains of loved ones decent in- 
terment, and to save them from the stigma 
of pauperism. The successful perpetratian 
of these frauds did not necessarily lead to 
the inference of corruption in the Auditing 
Board, as its members relied to avery great 
extent upon the Coroner’s certificate of cor- 
rectness, and the short time allowed for their 
sessions prevented further investigation. 

Public opinien strongly impressed upon 
the county prosecuting officer the duty of 
taking action in the matter, and the Coroners 
and a number of undertakers were indicted. 
Several were brought to trial, put the one 
case which attracted most attention, and 
which has become the occasion of declaring 
the law (the only one in which conviction 
was obtained), was that of Cornelius O’ Rielly. 
As the penalty for presenting a fraudulent 
demand was a comparatively light one, the 
District-Attorney procured indictments for 
perjury, based on the false oath to the cor- 
rectness of the bill, and for this offense 
O’ Reilly was arraigned and placed on trial. 
Under the advice of one of the best lawyers, 
no attempt whatever was niade to establish 
the justuess of the claim, the defense being 
placed on the simple naked proposition that, 
no form of oath having been orally repeated 
by the Commissioner of Deeds, no oath was 
taken, notwithstanding the affidavit was 
signed by O'Reilly in the presence of the 
Commissioner, who was at O’Reilly’s place of 
business by appointment with him to admin- 
ister the oath. The Commissioner swore that 
words were spoken and responded to. Ser- 
eral bysianders, friends of the accused, testi- 
fied that nothing was said. 
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On the issue thus raised the magistrate | 
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presiding at the trial, Mr. Justice Westbrook, 
charged the jury in effect that as O’Reilly 
intended to swear-—knowing that the bill 
must be sworn to before presented, and call- 
ing in the Commissioner to administer the 
oath—his signing the affidavitin the pres- 
ence of the Commissioner constituted an 
effectual oath whether words were spoken 
or not. In Case against The People, 76 N. V., 
242, the Court of Appeals had already held 


that where an officer of an insurance com- 


pany signed an affidavit and sent it by the 
hand of a messenger to the office of a Notdty 
to have his signature and seal affixed there 
was no oath. But Justice Westbrook dis- 
tinguished the O’ Reilly case ffom that by the 
fact that O'Reilly was in the presence of the 
officer and there affixed his signature. On 


the charge as given a conviction was had 
and sentence imposed, which were affirmed 
pro forma by the General Term of the Su- 


preme Court, and the question taken directly 
to the ultimate tribunal. After several 
months’ deliberation its decision, reversing 
that of the court below, has been promul- 
gated, the opinion embodying the reasons 
therefor having been prepared by Judge 
Finch. In the course of it he says: 


The certificate is not the oath. It presup- 
poses an oath already taken, ot which fact it 
hut furnishes the evidence. It is the written 
words signed, and consciously and purposely de- 
livered to the officer, Whieh works the result. 
it is that delivery which converts the previousty 
unsworn words intoa valid affidavit.’ How is tne 
inberent character of the afiant’s act in any- 
wise Changed, modilied, or altered by such de- 
livery through an agent instead of in person? 
The difference suggested tous s, that in the lut- 
ter case the officer and the affant do not meet, 
and the oath is not taken before, that is, in the 
presence of, the officer. The fundamental difti- 

culty, whether the affidavit be delivered in 
sither mode, seems to us to be that the act of de- 
livery is equivocal, and just as consistent 
with an intention not te swear, though 
appearing to have been sworn, as With an 
intention to assume the obligation of an oath. 

. We tbink the charge went too far, and 
are not ready to affirm the proposition ad- 
vanced. To make a valid oatb for the faisity of 
which perjury will lie there must be in some 
form in the presence of an officer authorized to 
administer it an unequivocal and present act dy 


| which the affiant consciously takes upon bim- 


seit the obligation of an oath. The detivery in 
this case of the signed affidavit to the officer was 
not such an act, and was not made so by the 
— tion of one party or the supposition al the 

The character of the tribunal from which 
this opinion emanates gives it the greatest 
weight as a precedent, whatever may be the 
private opinion of any lawyer or Judge as to 
its correctness. Its consequences in any 
given case may be of the gravest character. 
Every one relying upon a paper purporting 
to be an afidavit, and they are issued by the 
score daily in legal proceedings, is put upon 
the most rigid inquiry as to whether the as- 
sumed affiant was in fact duly son or not, 
under penalty, it may be, of foi pe 
rights for which he is at the time contend- 
ing, aml even in some cases all standing in 
court. 


TELEGRAPH POLES. 

We print this morning a communication 
protesting against the actlon of the City 
Council in refusing the Mutual Telegraph 
Company the right to erect poles for their 
wires from the city limits to the centre of 
the city. The privilege was asked tempo- 
rarily—that is, for two years, and until the un- 
derground system should prove a success. 
We do not think our eorrespondent’s objec- 
tions are valid, and we think the action of the 
Council was entirely justifiable. There is an 
ordinance of the city prohibiting the erection 
of any more telegraph poles; this ordinance 
was not passed until it became a necessity 
no longer to be delayed. We have no ques- 
tion that the present owners of the Mutual 
Company have no purpose to build a line of 
telegraph that it may be sold out, but as all 
other telegraph companies have sold out, 
and as it is possible that a majority of the 
stock of this company may be purehased, 
there is no certainty that its control may not 
follow that ot all its predecessors. 

It is Une that the city should be relieved 
of the unsightly poles, and the Council has 
taken the first and proper step to that end by 
prohibiting the erection of any more. The 
application in this case was to authorize the 
erection of so many additional poles as might 
be necessary for the uses of a company that 
expects to do all the telegraphing business of 
ihis city. The Council properly refused this 
privilege. 

The leving of telegraph-wires underground 
is practiced in all the cities of Europe, and 
the telegraph companies of Philadelphia, 
pronibited from erecting any more poles, are 
laying their wires underground. So long as 
the companies are allowed to erect poles they 
will not lay their wires underground, be- 


cause the use of poles is comparatively much 


cheaper. So long as the laying of wires 
underground is not a physical impossibility, 
and so long as that process will not 
or break up the telegraph 
business, then the sooner this company 
the new plan the better. This 
ordinance is not a discrimination against 
the new companies, because all other com- 
panies are also prohibited from erecting any 
poles. The Council retains the power to 
compel all other companies to take down the 
poles now in use, and that this power will be 
exercised in due time there cannot be any 
doubt. The ordinance was right in itself, 
and should be adhered to by the City Council. 


Dr. PARKHURST may not be subjected to 
another trial for slander, but another ex- 
planation is certainly in order. In his state- 
ment before the conference in regard to his 
remarks-about Dr. Thomas he led the public 
to believe that Mr. Hill, the theatrical mana- 
ger, had tempted him to visit a performance 
given by the comedian, Denman Thompson. 
He intimated that Mr. Hill first suggested 
that he could do this without any publicity, 
But Mr. Hill has made a public statement of 
the conversation which differs essentially 
from that of Dr. Parkhurst, and Mr. Hiil’s 
brothey, who heard the talk, confirms the 
latter’s version. Dr. Parkhurst was dis- 
paraging Mr. Hill’s business and decrying 
the theatres. Mr. Hill suggested that it 
wasn’t fair to condemn that business 
without knowing what it was, and 
Offered Parkhurst the use of a box: but 
Parkhurst decliped, saying that 80 far 
as himself was concerned he would very 
inuch like to see the play if it were not for 
what other people would say.” This was a 
peculiar position for a gentleman of Dr. 
Parkhurst’s pretensions te take. We sup- 
posed that the Methodist Church condemned 
play-going, and that it was becafise Dr. Park- 
hurst thoroughly believed in the Methodist 
Discipline that he would not go to the theatre 
or tolerate theatre-going in others. But, if 
Mr. Hill has quoted Dr. Parkhurst correctly, 
then Dr. Parkhurst would like to ge to the 
theatre “if it were not for what other people 
would say.” Is this good Methodist doc- 
trine? Are Methodist ministers governed in 
matters of discipline only dy what other 
people would say”? Evidently it is proper 
that Dr. Parkhurst should take the floor 
again. After that, Mr. Arthur Dixon may 
claim the right to be heard.

All Churches make a distinction between the 
doctrinal betief required of teachers and of 
communicants. The reason for tnis distinction 
is plain, The ministers are teachers. They 
have a peculiar office. It their aoctrine is 
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a except in a remote sense. If lay mem- 


bers are’required to believe all that Dr. Hatiield 
demanded of Dr. Thomas some of them will be 
troubled. They must believe, for example, that 
all parts of the Scriptures are “equally and 
literally inspired; that the penal theory of the 
atonement is “the mainmast of the Methodist 
Church”: and that there is “an intolerable 
Hell” for all who do not agree with them. We 

can understand why Dr. Tuomas, if be should be 
contumacious and continue to preach after 
being forbidden to do so, should be expelled 
from bership. But be has not yet com- 
mitted t offense. A new trial would be re- 
quired to convict him of it. The conference was 
hasty in anticipating bis contumacy. The 
Met ist Church cannot afford to im- 
pose Dr. Hatfield's cast-iron creed on§j ail 
its private members.

Tur public will remember that not long 
ago a New York policeman named Nugent sbot 
and killed Dennis Baxter, an 18-year-old boy, 
because the latter hold in bis hand a rock which 
the policeman feared he was about to burl at 
him. The neiguborhood in which Baxter lived 
was certainly a hard one, and it was on this 
ground alune that the police sought to justify 
the lad's killmg. They alleged that he de- 
longed to a bad gang,” but the investigation 
failed to show anything of the kind, as Baxter 
was proven to have been a bard- working young 
fellow, and steadily employed in a reputable 
business. He had no weapon in his possession 
at the time of the shooting, if the rock be ex- 
cepted, and had not even made a move to harm 
the officer with that. In spite of these 
facts being plainly shown at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest, however, the policeman was 
exonerated from ali blame in the mat- 
ter, and will doubtless go on in his work of 
killing people. The brutality of the New York 
police force has for several years been equaled 
only by its inefficiency, and the newspapers of 
that city are at last awakening to the fact that a 
change is not only 22 dut absolutely 


necessary. 


Mr. Norton, the editor of the Alton Tele- 
graph, ingeniously argues that the law of Con- 
gress providing for the succession to the Presi- 
dency in case of the death of the President and 
Vice-President is unconstitutional. The law 
devoives the Presidency upon the President pro 
tem. of the Senate and then upon the Speaker 
of the House. But the Constitumo says: “In 
case of the death or inability of both President 
and Vice-President Congress may by law de- 
clare what officer shall then act as President.” 
The word officer plainly means an officer of 
the United States, for only such officers are 
liabie to impeachment. But neither the Presi- 
deni of the Senate nor the Speaker of the House 
is technicaily “an oficer of the United States.“ 
He is an other of the Senate or of the House, 
as the case may be. This point has been fre- 
quently decided. Hence neither of the persons 
mentioned is eligible to the Presidency. This 
is the Alton argument. It is, as we have said, 
ingenious, but probably possesses little prac- 
tical value, as Congress is the only power com- 
petent to decide the succession, and will be lit- 
tlé apt to diminish the diguity of its own officers 
in any way. 


Tux Cornell College students who-went to 
Europe to engage in boat-racing, and returned 
with the story that one of their number had 
sold them out. are in trouble again. In accus- 
ing Shinkei of “throwing ’’ the race at Vienna 
the balauce of the crew claimed that be acted in 
collusion with a member of the Vienna Regatta 
Committee.

Unele Sam’s Standard Planted on New 
Territory in the Aretic Regions, 
Correspondence New York Herald. 

WRANGELL LAND, Aug. 12, 1881.—Another tri- 
umph! Another difficuity achieved that has 
never before been mastered! Here in the lone- 
linegs of this vast sdlitude—this “ problematical 
Northern land “ of Baron W rangell—w.th no hu! 
man beings but ourselves to break the dreari+ 
ness, your correspondent stands on the newly- 
acquired territory of the United States, under 

© shadow of the Stars and Stripes which ho 
himself assisted in raising. 

Ou the morning of Aug. II the land is so near 
that we ure most Ssunguine of getting ashore. In 
the afternoon the chances of getting on land 
are so good that the Herald correspondent, 
Lieut. Reynolds, and Mr. Owen, engineer, volun- 
teer to go ashore on the ice on the morning of 
the 12th. Preparations are made accordingly — 
the skin-boat, rations, ete., being got ready— 
and, in consequence, we spend a sieepiess 
wight, thinking of encounters with bears and 
escupes ou the ice the next day. We are 
caited at 2 o'clock on the morning of the 12th, 
and, while eating a burried breakfast, the ship 
is gOing toward the land. We are fully pre- 
pared for the undertaking, but, on reaching the 
ice, find the leads more favorabie than they 
were the preceding evening. To our great de- 
light we cre able to get within jess than half a 
mile of the shore, with open water up to the 
beuch. This, bowever, is not accom- 
plished without considerable difficulty, for at 
times the little stexmer is comptetely beset 
by the great masses of ice, which she steams 
uguinst at full speed for severai minutes before 
they show Aus of motion. it seems as if she 
were on a triul-trip, stationury ata dock; but 
finally all the difficult pieces ure pusbed aside, 
and, the cutter being got away. we land, Mr. 
Reynolds carrying tue flag. and take formal pos- 
session iu the name of the United States. The 
ug was placed on a pole of driftwood on a high 
cil, aud to the staff was secured u wide- 
mouthed bettie containing information of land- 
ing, etc, and atin cylinder inciosing a copy of 
the New York Iicrald of Marca 2. 

‘The spot waere we land is marked by a river to 
whico we give the name ot Clark River, after 
the eificicut Chief of Hevenue Marine, Mr. E. 
W. Clark. On the beach, composed of black 
slaty suingie, we found the skeleton of an enor- 
mous whale, from which the baleen was absent; 
Also, a quantity of driftwood, some of it twelve 
inches in diameter, a wooden wedge, an Asiatic 
puddie, a barrei-stave, a piece of a boat's spar, 
anda tragment of a cravker-box. The river 
was quite narrow (about 100 yards wide), but 
deep and rapid; and from the topof the cliff 
near by it could be seen extending back into the 
mountains a.distance of torty miles. The mount- 
ains, devoid of snow, and seen under very ta- 
vorable circumstances torough a rift in the 
clouds, appeared brown and uaked. The cliifs 
wereof siate, anda tramp of tive or six miles 
revealed agotuiug further in the soil than ar- 
gillaceous clay with black pebbies. in one 
of tee-clils a Stratum of sundstone cropped 
out, and several specimens of quarts 
containing iron pyrites were found. Our 
cabin- boy, a bright-taced, blonde English boy, 
was ip bight giee at having discovered gold; and 
it was too bad to see bis elonguted countenance 
on being informed that his specimens were 
nothing but iron pyrites. The lana over which 
we trumped, iu addition to being very muddy, 
seemed almost as barren as a macadamized 
roud; but, oa searching ciosely, several species 
of Bypervorean plauts couid be found, such as 
saxiiragea, anemones, grasses, lichens, and 
mushrooms. A small species of shrike was 
secured as u specimen. We also saw a gull, sev- 
eral bemmings, the noles of marmots, and the 
tracks of foxes and bears. 

Ou completing the erection of the flagstaff 
a salute was u frum the cutter, aud the crew 
responded with three rousing cheurs; but there 
were none but themselves in this Arctic soli- 
tude to re@cho their cheers. We looked anx- 
jousty fer traces of the Jeannette—as anxioustv 
as Robiusou Crusoe looked for footsteps—but in 
vain. It is not, however, conciusive evidence 
that she never touched on this land, tor the 
coast is a very extensive one, and she may have 
landed and left a record many miles from the 
spot where the Corwin called. 

Now that a landing has been effected by our 
party, the goer very naturally arises as to 
priority of discovery, etc. We contend that 
the Corwin has completed Capt. Keliet’s dis- 
covery, provided the Jeannette bus never 
landed here. It may not be amiss to mention 
the alleged landing of a Capt. Dallmann in 
1866, an account of which appears in the Herald 
of March 31. If not a pure fabrication, the 
statement of Capt. Dallmann contains at 
least facts not observed by the Corwin 
in der cruise otf Wrangell Lana. In the 
first place he mentions baving seen and passed 
Piover Island. It is well kKnuwn to everybody 
aboard the Corwin that no such istand exists, she 
having repeatedly steamed over theppot where 
it is reported ta be. Then aguin, the story about 
the musk-ox nérns is mythical, and the Captain 
is ull at sea in his bearings, for the land is incor- 
rectiy placed on the charts, being placed over 
twenty miles south of its true position. The 
real tacts of the case are so at variance 
with Capt. Dalimann’s statement that 
the most su perticial examination by 
any competent person goes to sbow that it is at 
least apocryphal. and the Bremen Geographical 
society bas been greatly imposed upon. Next 
to the completion of discovery arises the ques- 
tion of naming the new land. It is proposed to 
call it New Columbia, and, umless it can be 
proved that some one eise has landed previously 
and taken formal possession of it, the Colum- 
bian title will bold good. In the new topography 
tho southestern end of the land is to be called 
Cape Wrangell, the northeastern Cape Kellet, 
the river Clurk, and a promontory north of the 
river Point Kusse.

UNPARALLELD EXCHANGES. 

New York, Oct. 12.—From the Public: 
The exchanges for the first week of October 
are the largest ever recorded, in spite of the 
fact that stock speculation gontributed to the 
aggregate very much less than on many 
other occasions. The only previous weekly 
report approaching this was the one for 
March 5, when the aggregate was 81,523,014. 
267. But the allowance for exchanges arising 
for sales of stocks that week was $519,400,- 
000, nearly $200,000,000 larger than the allow- 
anee for last week, when the exchanges re- 
maining after deducting double the ‘market 
value of the stocks sold, amounted to $824,- 
250,666. This has never been exceeded 
except in the week ending Jan. 
. when the yearly settlements swelled 
the aggregate. Outside of New York the 
amount of exchanges is 3579, 490,077, and the 
largest ever known before were $529,512, 454, 
in the week ending July 2, and 8323, 150,3 
in che week ending Dee. 4. Boston has 
reported larger transactions only once in its 
history. in the week ending July 2; Chicago 
only once before, and then but littlelarger, 
in the week ending Sept. 3; while Baltimore, 
Kansas City, Lowell and Syracuse, report 
the largest exchanges on record. The 
amounts at San Francisco tor the week end- 
ing Oct. 1, and at all other cities for the week 
ending Oct. 8, are as follows:

than the recorded payments made in the sin- 
gle week ending Oct. 8 at the few cities here 
named. The enormous transactions at seme 
of these cities naturally suggests the idea 
that a large part of the payments arise from 
speculation. ‘The settlement of monthly con- 
tracts at the chief centres of speculation evi- 
dently counts for much, but the legitimate 
auarterly or half-yearly payments of inter- 
est, dividends, rentals, and the like undoubt- 
edly swell the amount still more, and the 
volume of the legitimate trade is in- 
dubitably very large, as wholesale mer- 
chants of this and other cities are well 
aware. Moreover, some idea of che magni- 
tude of the speculative operations can be 
tormed from the recorded sales. Only $30,- 
000,000 would more than cover the nominal 
value of all the grain sold in this city last 
week, contracts included; about $45,000,000 
would cover the nominal value of all cash 
and all option sales of cotton, and $10,000,000 
more would cover the sales of petroleum and 
provisions. And yeta great part of these 
transactions involved no payment of money 
except in the deposit of margins. It is evi- 
dent the flood of speculation. has risen 
dangerously high, but it is also evident that 
the volume of legitimate trade is much 

larger than ever before,

With the in- 
creasing draft of water of the pew vessels built 
or building, sumething Will bave to be done to 
deepen the water in the river and its branches, 
or the citizens may make up their minds that 
there will be frequent blockades of bridges such 
us the Division street one.

THE STEAMER CITY OF MILWAUKER,

MILWAYUKEER, Oct. 12.— The Goodrich Transpor- 
tation Company's iron side-wheel steamer City 
of Milwaukee will make her last trip of the sea- 
son to Grand Haven on Saturaay of the present 
week, simultaneously with the withdrawal of the 
night express-trains over the Detroit, Grand 
Haven & Milwaukee Rai!way. The steamer is 
to return bere on Sunday and proceed at once to 
Manitowoc for winter quarters. The work of 
“laying up will involve the careful removal 
of any accumulation of water in the 
hold with sponges, after which’ the floor 
and interior walls of the craft are to be treated 
to a substantiai coat of iron-ore paint. The 
City of Milwaukee was built for and introduced 
upon the Grand Haven route with the view of 
establishing a paying through passenger traffic; 
but, according to the general run of talk io 
steamboat and ruilroad circles, the experiment 
has proved a dismal failure. This failure can 
in no wise be attributed to the steamer, which 
is the most substantial as well as the hand- 
somest and fleefest craft that ever graced 
the waters of Lake Michigan. With a pressure 
of thirty-five pounds of steam she averages 
seveuteen miles per hour as regular 8s clock- 
work, and were the steam pressure to be 
crowded to the maximum limit of forty-five 
pouuds she could easily attain peed of twenty 
miles per hour. Her average daily consumption 
of fuel is fortv cords of slavs, which are deliv- 
ered alongside at Grand Haven for $1.4 per 
cord. The question of the future of the steamer 
City of Milwaukee will undoubtedly be settled 
during the winter months. It is now considered 
among the probabilities that she will be witb- 
drawn from the Grand Haven route perma- 
nently, and placed upon the route between Mi- 
waukee and Chicago, for which she is exceed- 
ingly well adapted. and upon which she would 
unguestionably do a large business.

AN OSSIFIED CHOROID. 


A Milwaukee Oculist Successfully Re- 
moves It from a Patient.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 2.—Dr. Houghman, 
the oculist, to-day exhibited an vasitied choroid 
of the human eye, quite as large as a silver 
quarter and a couple of times as thick. It was 
developed by a recent operation successfully 
performed by the Doctor. L. M. Richards, of 
Jefferson County, came to him some time ago 
and told him that, twenty-five years ago, while 
chopping in the woods, he injured one of his 
ves. It became inflamed, but after, a year’s 
time healed, leaving the eye totally blind. He 
was not bothered with it any more till 
a year or more ago, when it again 
became very painful, and felt as though there 
was a strong pressure behind it. The other eye, 
in sympathy with the injured member, began to 
tail also. Dr. Houghman remwved it, and was 
astonished to tind that ossification had set in, 
and the choroid bad turned to bone. There are 
only two cases of the kind on record, which 
inakes this instance something remarkable.

Death of Dr. J. G. Holland, the 
Poet, Author of Bitter- 
sweet. 


Recital of the Many Literary Works Which 
Made His Name Familiar. 


DR. J. G. HOLLAND. 

New York, Oct. 12.—Dr. J. G. Holland, the 
poet, died suddenly this morning. He was ap- 
parently perfectly healthy yesterday, and spent 
the day at the publication office, preparing 
“ Topics of the Times for the December num- 
ber. He awoke at 5a. m. and spoke to his wife 
about rising. A few moments later he began 
breathing heavily. Before any one could be 
summoned he was dead. 


Another well-known name in American litera- 
ture is added to the “silent majority.“ Dr. 
Josiah Gilbert Holland, whose nom de plume of 
“Timothy Titcomb has been pleasantly famil- 
lar so many years. His death, which is said to 
have been a sudden one, occurred yesterday in 
New York. . 

The deceased writer was born in Belchertown, 
Mass., July 24, 1819. He at first devoted himselt 
to medicine, and graduated from the Berksbire 
Medical College at Pittsfield, Mass., in 1849. His 
connection with the medical profession, how- 
ever, was very brief, as it only covered three 
years of practice. At its expiration be tounded 
a literary newspaper, called the Bay State Cour- 
ter, but, after six monhts' labor in this new di- 
rection, he gave it up, and went to Vicksburg, 
Miss., where for a year he acted as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. His drifting about may be said 
to have ceased in 1849, when he identified him- 
self with the Springfield (Mass.) Republican as 
associate editor. Two years later he be- 
came one of its proprietors, and main- 
tained his interest in it until 
1866. Upon that journal he soon 
made his mark, not only by his editorial vigor 
and wide information on ail varieties of topics, 
but also by his papers of a didactic character 
which were signed Timothy Titcomb,” and 
which secured a very large circulation. In 1868 
he went to Europe, and, while there, conceived 
the plan of a new magazine—he had alneady 
been a frequent magazine contributor—which 
two years later took form in Scribner’s Monthly, 
one of the best and most widely known of our 
monthly magazines. Under his editorial con- 
duct it has taken a high position in our period- 
ical literature, not alone for its reading matter, 
but also for its artistic embellishment, in which 
regard it bas compeiled lavish praise abroad, 
and has forced many otber of our bome maga- 
zines to improve the character of their cuts. 

Dr. Holland was not only well known as & 
magazine contributor and journalist, but also 
asa lecturer, poet, and author. He was always 
a favorit in the lecture-room, and drew large 
audiences. He has been an industrious writer, 
and his list of publications is a long one, includ- 
ing, among others, Letters to the Young” 
(1858); “Gold Foil’’ (1858); “Lessons in Life“ 
(1061); “ Letters to the Joneses” (1863); which 
are included in bis Timothy Titcomb series. 
Besides these, be has written “ History of West- 

Massachusetts (1855); he Bay 
Puth (1857); * Bitter-Sweet ” (1858); 
“Miss Giilbert’s Career (1866); Plain 
Talks on Familiar Subjects (1865); Lite of 
Abraham Lincoln (1865); * Katrina” (1868); »The 
Marble Prophecy, and Other Poems (1872); Ar- 
thur Bonnicastle (1873); and more recently bis 
story of Seven Oaks. Though posterity will 
hardly assign him a first place in American lit- 
erature, be has written mucb that has more than 
temporary interest, and one at least or bis 
poems, Bitter-Sweet.“ is likeiy to live. He 
was an industrious writer and bard worker, was 
very tasteful and accomplisbed in his magazine 
work, and was a good literary critic. Ail of his 
work was remarkably wholesome and conscien- 
tious, and free from any sensation or catering 
to popular eccentricities. The merits which 
characterized his writmmgs characterized him 
also, anc he leaves behind him not ony man 
good hooks, but the memory of a high-ton 
Christian gentieman.

JOHN J. BORLAND. 

Mr. John J. Borland died vesterday at the res- 
idence of his father-in-law, Mr. C. B. Blair, in 
this city. His death was caused by catarrh of 
the stomach, though he has suffered a long time 


from a complication of diseases, and has never 


been in robust health since be left the army. 

Mr. Borland was about 44 years of age. He was 
born in Erie County, New York. When a young 
man he came West, stopping first in Ohio, and 
then he came to lowa with his father, whom he 
assisted to bring a drove of cattle across the 
country. Soon afterwards he went into the 
lumber trade at Dean's Pier, Mich., with Mr. 
Dean, and the tirm about twenty-three years 
ago begun business in Chicvgo near the Van 
Buren street bridge. About eighteen years ago 
the firm of Blanchard & Borland was organized. 
They engaged in the lumber cargo commis- 
sion business, and trom a very small be- 
ginning soon worked up a trade which 
exceeded 100,000,000 feet of lumbera year. They 
grew rapidly in the flush years following the 
the War. and became known throughout the 
West as the leading lumber commission house 
on Lake Michigan. Soon after the formation of 
this firm Mr. Borland decided to join the army, 
telling his partner. Mr. Blanchard, be felt 
that he was fullof health and life, and it was 
pot rigbt for bim to stay at home while the boys 
were away fighting for the country. He enlisted 
ia a Wisconsin regiment an served two 
rears, rising to the rank of Lieutenant. 

ounded in the battie of Pea Ridge, Arkansa 
he was honorably discharged, and return 
home to take au active part in the business 
which his partner had carried on in his absence. 
The firm of Blanchard & Borland was dissolved 
in 1878, and Mr. Borland bought out his part- 
ner's interest in the Ford River Lumber Com- 
pany, of which he had been a stockholder since 
its organization in 1568, and at the time of his 
death be was its Secretarv and Treasurer. Mr. 
Borland had traveled extensively for his health, 
visiting various parts of this continent and

Mr. Borland was twice married. His first wife. 
Miss Ingersoll, died several years ago, coving 
him a young son. He afterwaras married t 
daughter of C. B. Blair, Esq.

We do not ap- 
prehend that so frigntful a catalog of crime of 
this sort is in store for us pow as then, 
but it is not to be denied that recent 
ovcurrences have iuvited sinister apprehen- 
sions. Striking events follow each older in

Four Masked Burglars Raid a 
Farm-House in Du Page 
County. ° 


The Inmates Bound and Gagged by 
the Midnight Maraud- 
ers. 


They Make Away With $10,200 in Reg- 
istered United States 
Bonds. 


— | 


The most daring and complete job ig the wey 
of a burglary that has bappened for some time 
past was perpetrated yesterday morning out in 
the Town of Wayne, Du Page County. Allan 
Fairbank, a rich farmer, apout 6 years of age, 
was the victim, and the amount of the spoil 
$10,200 in registered Government bonds, be- 
tween $200 and $300 ia currency, and some $6 or 

7 im small silver. The victim and his family 
were seized and gagged, and the robbers got in 
their work and drove off, the whote job occupy- 
ing alittie less than an hour. Altogether, it 
was the cleanest, slickest piece of business the 
newspapers have been ealled upon to chronicle 
for some time -in fact, as flat burglary as was 
ever committed.” 

The Fairbank residence is a small country 
farm-house, some three miles from the Village 
of Wheaton. The old man’s bedroom is in an L 
at the rear of the house and fifty feet from the 
front door. Somewhere between 12 and 1 o'clock, 
long atter the family bad retired for the night, 
be was awakened by what seemed to be the noise 
of a tront shutter, which be supposed had be- 
come loose and was being banged to and fro by 
the howling winds. Like the prudent bouse- 
holder that he is, he got up to close it. He had 
reached his bedroom door, and was just passing 
through it and into the dining-room when be 
met three masked men, bountifully equipped 
with revolvers and dark lanterns. With 
considerable presence of mind, the old farmer 
made a break for a side door leading out of bis 
bedroom into the yard, yelling Murder!“ as ne 
went. It so happened that a wedding party was 
assembled at a neighborivg house, and, late as 
it was, everybody was more or less hilarious and 
all together decidedly noisy. The wind was 
blowing a stiff gale, too, and the two causes 
combined were too much for the old man's 
voice, and the alarm didn’t alarm anybody. In 
the meantime the burgiars, whose knowledge of 
the place powerfully suggests a previous visit 
of a more peaceful character, bad run out 
through a back door, and before the startied 
farmer had gone ten feet the three who had 
shipped around the back way. and a fourth who 
bad been standing outside for the purpose of 
keeping guard, beaded him off, 

{ SHOVED THEIR REVOLVERS 
nto his face, ordered him back into his room, 
and threatened him with instant demolition if 
ne didn’t obey. The odds were too heavy aguinst 
him, and he obeyed. The first three followed 
him in, and che lookout returned to his post. 
Onee inside the room, the oid mau was tied with 
stout ropes and gagged with a biock of pine 
wood tied at either ead with Small but strong 
white cord, which was bound arouud bis bead. 
The “gentlemen of the moon“ thereupon 
turned their attention to Mrs. Puirbank and her 
two giris, who, scant of clothing. nad been sit- 
ting bolt upright iu bed, overcome with terror, 
and yet wondering what was to come next. Nor 
were they obliged to wait very long in order to 
und out. Mrs. Fairbank was similarly 
tied and gaxged. The lady is an in- 
valid, baving been crippled by un fail 
from a buggy a yeur or two ago, 
and the robbers hud no difficulty in forcing her 
into submission. They found they bad some- 
thing of a job on their hands, however, when 
they tackled the oldest girl. Despite ber tierce 
resistance, she was beaten and cuffed until sue 
became appropriately docile. The younger giri, 
an adopted duuguter, was taken into a closet and 
quesuoned as to her Knowledge of ber father's 
money. She knew very littie, but the rubbers 
got that httie, after which they took ber back 
and tied and gugged ber with the rest, using the 
bed sheets to nuish the job, their supply of rope 
having by this time given out. Having tied and 
gagged the whole family, the burgiarious in- 
truders jumped upon Mr. Fairbank’s bed, un- 
uinde it a good deul fuster than it had ever 
been made, and took from uuderneath the 
tick what they rightly supposed to be hidden 
there—tbe bonds and the currency befere meu- 
tioned. The silver coin was found in the pao- 
trv, where Ars. Fairbank had coucealed it, and 
wus pounced upon as eagerly as che rest. Evie 
dently nothing was too good for the gung, and 
notoing too swail, and they scooped it all in. 
Having gotten all the visible piunder about the 
premises, they kindly escorted Mr. Fairbank to 
the kitcten, laid nim outona the flour, * tickied’’ 
his feet with a ligated lump, and threutened to 
ignite nim if he didn’t give up where the rest of 
his money was. The oid man assured them, 
with tears in his eyes and solemnity in his voice, 
that 


THEY HAD GOTTEN IT ALL. 

They doubtiess appreciated this vackhanded 
compliment to their work, for they took bis 
word and let up on the torture. The gug wus 
tignieued, bowever, and ove ot the guny, prob- 
abviy for the purpose of emphasimug tue need 
of turther cauuon on the vid maus part, told 
the other two to go out into the yard, get their 
pai, who stood watching the roud and the prem- 
ises, and the horses and wagon which had 
brought them there, and drive into Chicago, 
adding that he would stay tili 3 o'clock and «ill 
uny Of the — —— — if they wade a racket. 
It was only an empty threat, though, fur the 
fellow immediately proceeded to join tne rest, 
and the gang whipped up their borses and drove 
olf towards the city, as Was atterwards clearly 
shown from the horses’ tracks in the wet 
ground. 

The tied and gagged tugged at their fetters 
some time without accomplishing anythimg. 
Fiually, however, Mr. PairbDank got bimseif 
loose and then looked after Bis family. lu an 
hour from the time the robbers bad gone, the 
old man, bis wife, and the two giris were again 
free. and the neigubors were hurriedly alarmed. 
Mr. Fairvank got a buggy and a couple of colts, 
got hold of John Zeier, a neighbor, and the two 
started off for the city, 

IN PURSUIT OF THE ROBBERS. 

They drove rapidly, but the gang nad the best 
of them, both as tu time and as to borsefiesh, 
and they traveled all the way to thewity without 
v\ ertak ing the despoilers of the rich old farmer's 
substance. Ou reaching town Mr. Fairbank 
drove to a little botel on West Lake street, 
wuere he is in the habit of staying when in the 
city, stabled his rig, went duwn to the 
City-Hall, saw Tom Currier, the Chief of 
detectives, told his story, and showed ove of the 
gags as further evidence of What had been dove. 
A number of officers were detailed to work 
up the case, and the old man, after furbishning 
up bis memory and giving ali the * pointers’’ be 
could think of, called on Preston, Kean & Co. 
from whom be had bought the bonds, went back 
to his hotel, got bis dmuer, and left at 3 o'clock 
for bis country bome. 

The best description which the old gentleman 
could give of his masked visitants to the police, 
the people at the bank, and those at the hotel, 
was that one was low-stzed, a couple of them of 
medium hight, and the fourth rather tall. He 
was pretty well satisted in his own mind, bow- 
ever, that two of the gang were no others 
than a couple of feliows who had called 
at his house about a week ago, and, on 
the pretext that they were horse-deaiers, 
were invited to come in and take dinner, which 
they did. After dinner they asked Mr. Fairbank 
to show them his farm and his stock, and the old 
gentieman obligingly Gia so, While the fellows 
ted bim with all sorts of tatty, as that they were 
look out for purchases and would come 
around at auother time and trade with him. The 
robbery itself was all that was peeded to open 
his eyes, and from that time on he was morally 
sure that his whilom visitors constituted the 
leaders of the gang. and that their visit was con- 
trived solely for the purpose of getting a good 
lay of the land preparatory to the future descent 
upon his premises. He was satisfied ne should 
know 

THE TWO ALLEGED HORSE-BUYERS 
if he should see them again, but, as the robbers 
were masked, bis only means of identifying 
them was by their voices, which were probably 
disguised for the oceasion. Still the old man 
was pretty positive that the borse-buyers and 
two of the robbers were the same persons, and 
thai he could identify them in case he should 
see them again. THe TRIBUNE reporter who 
visited Mr. Fatrbank’s temporary stopping- 
place on West Lake street—too late, however, 
to see the old gentleman bimseif—was led to in- 
fer, from what be there heard of the Fairbank 
family, that Mrs. Fairbank was rather given to 
boasting of their means; that she bad done so 
in the presence of st at the hotel, and

THE WHEATON ACCOUNT OF IT.

WHEATON, HI., Oct. 12.— The boidest and most 
successful robvery ever known in this com- 
munity was committed at 1:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing at the home orf Allen Fairbank, a wealthy 
farmer living about four miles from this place, 
in the Town of Wayne. The plunder secured 
consisted in the most part of property which 
will be of but little avail, but the manner in 
which it was secured stamps the case as an ex- 
traordinary onc. At the hour named Mr. Fair- 
bank, who, with his wife, was sleeping in a 

on the ground floor, in which room 
two timid servant giris were also 
sleeping, was disturbed by a noise like that oc- 
cas by the banging of a window-bliud. He 
rose and went to the spot whence the noise 
seemed to bub, fail to discover any- 
thing unusual, returned to his room. A few 
minutes thereafter Mrs. Pairbank and the 
servant iris were hastily awakened by cries of 
Murder!“ and, as they opened their eyes, were 
horritied to see Mr. Fairbank standing in the 
middle of the floor

in their hands. The prowlers ali wore long rub- 
ber coats and rubber caps, and one of them di- 
rected the gieam ot a buil’s-eye lantern. *“* Your 
money or your life,” was their immediate de- 
mand. The man of the house knew not what to 
say. His wife, now thoroughly aroused, came to 
Ms aid and suid with as “much composure as she 
could command: “Allen, you had better give 
them the silver box.” Followed by one of the 
— 2 who kept his revolver at Mr. Fair- 
bank's head, the farmer went toa closet in the 
next room and found a little box contuining an 
insignificant amount of money in silver coin. 
This the burglars took. 
THE LEADER OF THE GANG, 

a tall, black-visaged man witha very prominent 
Roman nose, and a beard which dad been 
sprinkled with flour or powder, walked up to 

rs. Fairbank,and. in the most blaspnemous 
and vuigar language, demanded more money, 
and, while she crouched with fear and trembling 
against the wall at the back of the bed, hade 
ber and the paralyzed servaut giris to move not 
so much as one finger under penalty of death. 
Failing in their efforts to get any information 
from the housewife, they took 
THE YOUNGER AND SMALLER ONE OF THE 

SERVANTS 


into the closet and questioned her as to the where- 
abouts of the large sum of money which they 
scemed to think was in the bouse. She knew 
nothing; co vently they allowed her to return 
to her u. witbout any conversation 
among themselves, and without saying a word 
to their victims, the four produ from their 
pockets a quantity of cord and four gags, and 
proceeded, with the utmost deliberation and de- 
termination, to bind and gug the three women 
and Mr. Fairbank himeeif,and they were not 
gentle about it, either. 
THE GAGS, PIECES OF WOOD 
about as large as a broom- handle, were tied so 
tightly in the women’s mouth that their gums 
and lips were bruised and cut so that they were 
made to bleed, and the cords were so tightly 
bound around their wrists and ankies that their 
murks remained long after the bonds were re- 
moved. Not content with simply securing the 
hands and feet of their victims, they tore the 
sheets in strips, and bound the limbs of all the 
people. Mr. Fuirbank they tied up tothe bed- 
post like an enraged lion, and his wife, who had 
been almost demented in her efforts to resist the 
binding process, was left strapped down to the 
mattress. 
A BRIGHT IDEA 
seemed to strike them after all had been made 
secure, for they unloused the farmer, took the 
gag out of bis mouth, and placed bim ina cbair 
in the next room, and, after cursing and swear- 
ing at bim for not giving them the desired in- 
formation, announced their intention of roast- 
ing bis feet and there’, torte words from 
bim. A kerosene ur Aven stood on tudie 
near by was called into use, and the flends really 
put their threat into execution, but desisted 
BEFORE ANY SERIOUS SUFFERING HAD BEEN 
INFLICTED. 
They then returned him to the room whence 
they bad taken him, bound and gagged him as 
before, and left him lying beipless on the floor. 
One ot the gang, a sandy-mustacbed, long- 
featured fellow, whose face was pitted from 
smali-pox, said: * Well, you fellows go ahead, 
and I will stay in the nouse till 4 o’clock.”’ With 
that they all left the roum and the house, jumped 
into their wagon, which stood by the fence 
only a few feet away, and drove rapidiy away in 
the direction of Chicago. Mrs. Fairbank was 
the first one to free herself. She, after a haif- 
bour’s bard work, managed to throw off the 
bindings. Then an examination of the prem- 
ises was made. 

A MOST REMARKABLE SPECTACLE 
presented itself. Every room in the house and 
every article iu each room had been turned up- 
side down and inside out in the search for 
plunder. An unoccupied bedroom on the sec- 
ond floor in the front part of the house had 
been subjected to a most critical examination. 
Che bed-coverings had been removed, the mat- 
tress ripped open, and 1,000 yards of new rag- 
carpeting, taken from beneath the mattress, 
unfold to its entire length, and one 
end thereof dragged down-stairs and through 
the parior and the diung- room. In an adjoin- 
ing room the contents of a bureau and a trunk 
were inextricably mixed, and women’s attire, 
men's clothing, papers, silverware, and other 
things too numerous to mention beaped to- 
gether in tne middle of the apartment. One of 
the drawers bad been locked. This was broken 
open, and the lock smashed with a flat-iron 
taken from the kitchen. The hundred and one 
garments which bung in a store- closet close 
by had been taken from the hooks 
and tossed into a corner. A dozen 
or more glasses of currant jelly. standing on a 
table in the spare room aforesaid, bad been 
opened, and a portion of the contents eaten and 
the remainder smeared over everything within 
reach. ‘ 

A GLANCE AT THE BUTTERY 
showed that t wo large cakes, an apple- pie, about 
two pounds of cheese, a bottle of currant wine, 
and a pot of cold coffee bad been devoured in 
the dining-room. lu the parlor were to be seen 
the same evidences of greed. Everything in 
which, or under which, or bebird which money 
or bonds could be placed bad been moved from 
its aceustomed place. Desks bud been opened, 
and one writing-cuse broken in twain. All the 
documents which they discovered bad been 
taken to the kitchen, leisurely examined, and 
such as were not wanted were thrown ipto one 
corner. Twy notes of $400 each had heen care- 
fully selected from among a .ot of deeds, 
mortgages, etc., and carried away. Money was 
what the men were after. Mra. Fairbunk’s 
watch and about $100 worth of solid silver 
spoons, a handsome and costly shawl, 
and other expensive things were totally 
disregarded. e total amount of what 
was taken was 11 $13,000. Of this 
sum not more than $700, which was so much 
cash, will be of any avail. The $11,000 of Gov- 
ernment bonds were ; the $800 in notes 
were not negotiable; ss the actual loss to Mr. 
Fairbank will not be very great. It is very er- 
ident that the examination of the house was 
made before the family was disturbed, and that 
the noise which Mr. Fairbank beard during the 
night was the pounding done with the flatiron 
used to open the drawer of the bureau in the 
upstairs front room.

A correspondent writes from Sebdon that 
Bou-Amama—and not Bou-Amena, or Bou- 
Amema—is an extatic whose kingdom is not of 
this world; whicb assertion is not made at ran- 
dom, as the history of this celebrated agitator 
proves.

From bis 
youth he has evinced inclinations towards mys- 
ticism; and thus we lud him at aa early veriod 
of bis life in a «sar of Fegnig, deep in the study 
of his favorit dogmas of Sotism—a sort of Nir- 
vana, more complete perbaps than that of the 
Hindvoos, but less separated from the things of 
this world—a redoubtable duality, which, in 
ea ving to Islam its warlike character, permits 
the absorption ot man by God, and allows the 
ereature toarrive at a sort of annihilation in 
the Creator. 

Little vy little Bou-Amama arrived at the ex- 
treue limits of Sofism: b@ became an exagger- 
ated disciple ot mysticism¢ and when be left the 
country of Feguig, hv was ail prepared for the 
role in which he is so conspicuous today. 

How did it happen that ue soon aroused an in- 
surrection of which the world has evinced 80 
much interest in the details? Thisis not satis- 
factorily known; but the followmg is what has 
been recounted to we by the natives: 

The relatives of Bou-Amatna still reside at 
Feguig, the principal of whom, Si-el- Menouar- 
ben-el-Heurma, was in constant intercourse 
witb the Aigerian Tell. and very oftea came to 
the French, at Tiemcen, where he received, in 
bis character of an inspired being, an abundance 
ot ziarras (religious alms). Si-el-Menouar bad 
completed his studies at Feguig at the same time 
as Bou-Amama. Both bad aiso learned many 
tricks in prestidigitation, which soon rendered 
them celebrated in the eyes of ignorant Arabians, 
who regarded them as workers of miracies. 
Theiriotimacy was great, and both cherisbed the 
idea of expelling the French from Aigerian soil. 
A third person juined them in this project—one 
Moulay- Yacoub-bea-el-Arbi, a member of the 
order of the Tidjini, who in 1864 abandoned the 
Ksour with his tribe, and sought refuge in 
Morocco. 

About three years ago these three individuals 
resolved to provoke an insurrection on a por- 
tion of the Algerian territory. Moulay-Yacoub 
installed himself with the Beui-Samiei tribe, in- 
babiting the Valley of Oued-Chouly; while Kl- 
Menouar went to the south in company with 
Bou-Amama, whose role at that moment was 
very insignificant. At the end of 1879 Moulay- 
Yacoub and Si-ei- Menouar commenced by iden- 
tical means to create an excitement among the 
natives. By means of their juggieries und 
alfectation of ae they induced belief that 
they had the Barakha—that is, that they were 
indirect communication with God, and 
the gift of working miracies. Their plans. 
however, soon become apparent to the military 
authorities in Tell and Sahara. and no time was 
lost in putting an end to this commencement of

SERVED HIM RIGHT. 

William Klinger, the proprietor of the Sher- 
man House bar, was beid to the Criminal Court 
yesterday, under bonds of $300, for habitually 
selling liquor to persons in the habit of getting 
intoxicated. The specific charge was supplying 
beer and whisky whenever demanded to a mano 
by the name of Joseph Lionaidson, Superintend- 
ent of the iron work upon the new Court- House. 
The man bimself did not appear at any time, but 
the testimony of bis wife and chiidren was con- 
clusive. Andrew Paxton conducted the pruse- 
cution, which was interesting, except in the 
time that was consumed in avcurately defining 
the border-land between intoxication, acevurd- 
ing to the statut¢, and the inoffensive bilarity 
that characterizes small tations. The recital 
of domestic wo by Mrs. Donaldson. who 
carried ber baby, the youngest of six 
chilaren, in her arms, was most pathetic.

This refers only to per- 
sons who live on their property and wbo dave 
not got their release deeds from the Clarks. The 
committee also -found that about 600 lots had 
been purchased by a larxe number of otner per- 
sons, who do not reside upon their purchases, 
and some of whom have paid up in full, while 
others have made partial payments, and hold 
Colehour's warrantee d Quite a number 
assumed the liability of the Clark 
mortgage in mak their purchases. 
About 4530 of the above lots were sold. and the 
purchasers assumed the mortgages on them, ag- 
ywregating on the same $22,500, The amount of 
risk to the resident purchasers who hold Cole- 
bour’s warrantee deeds, and are entitied to re- 
leases from the mortgage, is $195,000, less the 
amount remaining uapaid, as above stated. 
There are other holders of titles who have pur- 
chased lots at Sheriff's sales, from Keceivers of 
banks iu liquidation, etc., where the relauon of 
the vendor to the original purchaser has been 
wholly changed by virtue of such sale, which 
the committee believed to be unnecessary to 
enumerate, as baving no bearing upon the 
questiun under consideragion. This report was 
presented to a meeting of property -owners held 
at Colehour Tuesday night, and accepted.

Mrs. M. D. Gardner, of Vassar, Mich., called 
on Mr. Hotchkiss yesterday and related some of 
her experiences among the fire sufferers. Mrs. 
Gardner belonged to a committee which went 
over the ground laid waste by the fre, to re- 
lieve the upfortunate peopie. She states that in 
the Township of Vassar a large number of 
houses were destroyed. She found, severa/ 
miles from the town, eighteen persous-—uine 
women, five men, and four children—who had 
taken refuge in a well, while their clothing was 
burning on them.

The affair seemed to cause very little, if any, 
excitement. The firm bad a branch house bere, 
but their. business lately does not appear to have 
been heavy, and many trades were in the house's 
favor. Mr. Darlington, who represents the firm 
in Chicago, maid he understood by telegraph that 
the assets were about $800,000, with liabilities of 
$1,000,000. The local house had closed out 
their trades and could pay up, but should 
await instructions from the East.

What About the Corn Crop of the State 
— The Building Boom of 1881—News

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. II.— The corn crop is be- 
ing gathered as fast as possibie, and I am safe 
in: saying that never before was there such a 
magnificent yield of corn as this year. Wheat 
dick not do well; in fact, very little wheat was 
so\wn this year, the farmers preferring to take 
their chances on corn, which has always proved 
to be a reliable stapie in this State. The soil of 
Nebraska seldom goes back on corn, which, if 
properly planted and taken care of in its sea- 
son, nearly always yields a good crop. Particu- 
larly is this so this year. The corn crop was 
well taken care of, and, consequently, is very 
large. It was thought tor a while that the corn 
crop would be short about one-baif, but the 
proof is certainly to the cortrary. The general 
belief of the farming community in ali sections 
of the State is that the yield (bis year is un- 
precedeuted in the nistory of the State. 

Next to the crop prospects of the State in im- 
portance are politics. The Republicans have 
nade their nominations and are preparing for 
the general election Nov. 1; and now come the 
Democrats with a full ticket and loud calls for 
voters. The Democratic strength is not very 
great in this State, nor in this city. In Lincola 
they poll about 4W0 votes, but claim a greater 
number, and say that were it not for the “* pig- 
gor element they would havea majority. At 
present, however, neither in the State or in the 
city have they a chance tor public bonors. 

The building boom of 1881, so far as this city 
is concerned, is about over. The finishing 
touches of a few buildings are being put on. but 
no new edifices are being projected. This year 
has been aremarkabie one for extensive build- 
ing projects in Lincoln. A large number of fine 
brick structures have been put up, and res- 
idences by the score. The city bas changed in 
appearance wonderfully within the past 
six months, and is puttimge on  met- 
ropolitan airs. too numerous to mention. 
Government Sqrare, which is the centre ox 
business, is now surrounded by a class of build- 
ing® which would do credit to any city, East or 
West. The new Journal building, an elegant 
brick structure, facing the square, is now about 
ready tor occupancy, and is one of the finest 
newspaper establishments in the West. As 
many as u dozen other buildings in this quarter 
of tne city have been erected this year. until 
nov the centre of business will compare favor- 
ably with that of amy other city of the second 
class in the West. 

The Herdic coaches have been introduced in 
this city, and commenced to make regular trips 
this morning, running from the depot to the 
Capital, a distance of about three-quarters of a 
mie. The experiment will no doubt prove u 
success. 

‘The weather bas been very much on the In- 
dian summer order for the past ten days, which 
is as much as to say that it has been delightful.

The papers on tile do not give any in- 
timution of the causes whereon the faculty ro- 
fuses to give him admission; but from outside 
parties it is learned that Hawley is a member of 
one of the Greek fraternities in existence in 
many of the colleges of the country, and that his 
refusal to obligate himselt to withdraw from all 
connection with the society during his attend- 
ance at the University is the reason assigned, 
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— themselves with Greek 
furcing the rule. 


MARQUIS OF LORNE. 


He Passes Through Chicago on His 
Way to Canada. 

The Marquis of Lorne, Governor-General of 
Canada. arrived in the city at 2:30 yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and was driven at once to the Grand Pa- 
eine Hotel in company of Lieut.-Col. De Winton, 
Military Secretary, and Ma]. v. Chater, Aide-de- 
Camp. The party bardly left their rooms, ex- 
cept to take lunch and dinner. There were a 
few callers, but the Governor-General saw but 
few of them, leaving during the rniu-storm by 
the 9:30 train on the Grand Trunk Railrvad. A 
smali army of reporters were in waiting, but 
they got but little satisfaction. One of the 
attachés of the hotel was eniisted as a deputy, 
put the Marquis simply said: “ if the 
newspaper gentiemen, my dear 
wish to know what 1 dave 0 
say let them read my speech at Winnepeg. 
Tuis the reporters declined to do, and the at- 
tempt at au interview was abandoned. 

From members of the party it was learned 
that the Marquis and his suite reached Fort 
Shaw. Mon., Sept. 27, where they received : 
hearty welcome at the hands of the officers o 
the Third Intautry. U. S. A., the Governor-Ven- 
eral being the guest of Col. Kent. The follow- 
ing day a start was made for Helena, with a 
small escort from the Third Infantry under 
Lieut. Roe. Before leaving the the de- 
tachment of the Canadiau Moun Police, ua- 
der Maj. Crozier, was paraded and listened to 
the following kindly speech by his Excellency: 

“Our long march is now over, and truly sorry 
we feel that it is so. | am glad that its last scene 
is to take place in this American tort, where we 
have been so courteously and hospitably re- 
ceived. That good fellowship which exists be- 
tween good soldiers is always to the fullest ex- 
tent shown between you and our kind friends. 
This perfect understanding is to be expected, 
for both our empires, unlike some others, send 
out to their distant frontier posts not their 
worst, but some of their very best, men. I have 
asked you to parade this morning to take leave 
of you, and to express my entire satisfaction at 
the manner in which your duties 
have been performed. You have been 
subjected to some searching criticism, 
for on my staff are officers who have served in 
the cavalry, the artillery, and the infantry. 
Their unanimous verdict is to the effect that 
they have never seen work better, more willing- 
ly, or more — done while under circum- 
stances of some difficulty, caused by bad weath- 
er or otherwise. Your appearance on parade was 
as clean, and bright, and soidierlike as possible. 
Your force is one often spoken of in Canada, 
and one of which Canada is justly proud. It is 
well that this pride is so fully justified, for your 
duties are most important and varied. You 
must always act as guardians of the peace. 
There may be occasiuns in which you may have 
to act as soldiers, and sometimes in dealing with 
our Indian fellow-subjects each individual 
amongst you may have toshow the mingled pru- 
dence, kindness, and firmness which consti- 
tute a diplomat. You have, with a force 
which at the present moment is only 250 strong, 
to keep order in a country whose fertile wheat - 
growing area alone is reckoned at about 250,000,- 
000 of acres. The perfect confidence in the 
maintenance of the authority of the law pre- 
vailing over those vast territories, a confidence 
most u with the settlements now rising, 
shows bow thoroughly you have executed your 
work. Itwill be with the greatest pleasure that 
1 shali convey to the Prime Minister my ap- 
preciation of your services, and the satisfaction 
we have all bad in having you with us as 
our escort and companions throughout the 
journey.” 

The mounted escort subsequently accom- 

anled his Excellency for a mile on bis journey. 

elena was reached on the 29th. The Governor- 
General was met by the Mayor and Council at the 
outskirts of the town. His Exceilency declined 
the honor of a dinner ou account of the 
death of the Presijent of the United States. 
After three days more of very pleasant travel- 
ing Dilion, at present the terminus of. tbe Utah 
& Northern Kailway. was reached on the after- 
noon of the 2d, and the next day the Governor- 
General lett early by train for Ogden City, he 
and his party having. as nearly as can be cal- 
culated, driven 1,350 miles since leaving the 
Canadian Pacific Railway near Portage La 
Prairie. His Excellency, accompanied by 
Lieut.-Col. De Winton and Maj. Chater, pro- 
ceeded on Oct. 6 to Winnipeg, via St. Paul, the 
remainder of the party proceeding to Chicago en 
route to Canada. 

The Marquis left St. Paul for Chicago in a 
special car at 8 o'clock Tuesday evening, over 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Kailroad, 
arriving here at 2:30 yesterday afternoon, as 
already stated. He will travel direct to Ottawa, 
and soon after that will apply for a two months’ 
leave and return for a short visit to Eogiand.

Judge Jameson After the Corner- 
ers and Forestallers. 

The Attention of the Grand Jury Called 

to Board of Trade Operations. 


Johnny Lamb Is Acquitted of 
the Charge of Burgiary.

JUDGE JAMESON ON CORNERS. 

The October grand jury was sworn in yester- 
day morning, and was composed of Jesse M. Al- 
len, foreman, Jonn M. Hubbard, John W. Das- 
comb, Charles A. Warren, W. M. Laughbiin, 
Reinhard Zeis, Peter Mahr, William Vale. Henry 
Kalze, H. McChesuey, I. N. W. Sherman, Martina 
Farrell, James J. Hackman, Edward Warnecke, 
Henry Bonn, Seth Baldwi Henry Russer, 
James Lane, D. W. Holm Milligan Clark, 


James W. Brown, J. F. Holtzman, and J. D.

Tue charge delivered by Judge Jameson to 
the grand jury was very long, full, and of spe- 
cial interest at the present time. It is as fullows: 

“Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: Besides the 
statutes against gambling, the selling of liquor 
to minors, aud «cts of violence to person or 
property. which form the subject of your ordi- ° 
nary deliberations, | wish to call your attention 
to one which I will now read: 

**Whoever contracts to have or give to bimseif 
or another the option to sell or buy, ata future 
time, any grain or other commodity, stock of 
any railroad or other company, or goid, or fore- 
stalls the market by spreading false rumors to 
intiuence the price of commodities therein, or 
coruers the market, or attempts to do so, in re- 
lation to any of such commodities, sbail be tined 
notiess than $)0 nor more than $1,000,or continued 
in the County Jail not exceeding one year, or 
8 Statutes IIlinols, Chapter 33, 
See., 130. 

ny this section are denounced three separate 
misdeweanors, the sale of ‘options,’ * forestall- 
ing the market, and ‘cornering the market.“ 
All of these buve, either in name or in spirit, 
beeu alwuys interdicted by the common law., 
and that of ‘foresiuliing’ was at a very early 
day made punishable in England by statute. 
Over a century ago a movement urose iu Eu- 
gland tor abolishwwg the restrictions upon the 
treedom of trade, and these stututes were, as a 
purt of them. repealed; but the common law 
bas remained, both there and in this country, 
unchunged, though fallen into disuse. The exi- 
wencies of the times induced our Legisiaturea | 
few years since to reénact the statute against 
forestalling, and to add to it those touching op- 
tions’ and corners, which I bave read—voffenses 
to which the criminal ingenuity of our ancestors 
seemns not to have been equal, 

Tue first oueuse is the legal sale of options 
fur tuture delivery of grain and other commddi- 
ties. The fact that property is sold to be deliv- 
ered at a future day docs not make the contract 
illegul; or that it is not ut the time possessed or 
owned by the seller; or that the time of its de- 
livery is left within fixed limits, optional witb 
the buyer or seller, though in one sense any such 
sule is a sale ot un option apparently within the 
statute. What makes ita gambiiug contract is 
the intent of the parties, that there shall not be 
a delivery of the commodity sold, but a payment 
of differences by the purty losing upon the rise 
or tall of the market. Ot this intent the jury 
ure to be the judges, and it may be inferred di- 
rectly, from the terms of the contract, or indi- 
rectly, from the course of dealing of the parties, 
Pickering vs. Céase, TV III., #28; Walcott vs. 
— 78 III., 48; Pixley vs. Boyaton, o III.. 
51. 

“ By this legislation the General Assembly had 
no purpose to interdict boga fide sales of com- 
modities, but only suchas are eolorabie or 
fraudulent, contrived vy both parties as a cover 
merely for gambling transactions. 

* The offense ot furestailing originally consist- 
ed in the buying or contracting for merchandise 
ur victuals vowing to maraet, or dissuading per- 
sous irom bringing their goods or provisions 
there, or inducing them to raise their prices. 
{2 Whurton Crim. Law, Sec. 1849.] 

* Our statute bas narrowed the offense so that 
it covers only forestalling the market by 
‘spreading false rumors to influence the price of 
commodities therein.’ The obvious purpose of 
the Legisiature in waking this provision was to 
protect the people, the consumers as weil as in- 
nocent traders, from the damage done by un- 
uatural and fictitious fluctuations’ of prices 
brougbt about by the false suggestions of inter- 
ested persons. 

The offense of cornering the market is not. 
so far as Jam aware, mentioned in the books, 
but itis one of the numerous family of fruuds 
of which the. various members iu their fight with 
society assume an iufinitude of shapes and 
colors. To detect and punish these, notwith- 
standing the novelty and apparent Iroocence of 
their disguises, is the first business of courts of 
justice. The thing which we know as a ‘corner’ 
inthe market might be brietly described as a 
process of driving unsuspecting dealers in 
grains, stocks, and the like into a ‘ corral’ and 
relieving them of their purses, e essence of 
the ovlfense consists in the party securiug a con- 
tract for the future delivery of some commodity 
at bis option, and then, by engrossing the stuck 
vt such commodity in the market, making it 
impossible for the other party to complete his 
Contract but by purchasing of his adversary 
at bisown price, or paying iu casb the difference 
fixed by such adversary. As was suid 
of another great wrong, if this is not wrong then 
nothing is wrong. Public rumoron the street 
and iu the press justifies me in saying that these 
offenses are rife against us, and in asking you, 
if evidence to that effect should reach you, to 
make them the subjectof inquiry. Your duty 
and mine is plain. However powerful the com- 
bination to defy the laws, and however difficuit 
to detect and punish the crime, we rank our- 
selves with the criminal if we fail to Uring the 
terrors of the law to bear upon bim. For one, | 
refuse not to bear what fills the cars of all to the 
discredit of the business-men and methods of 
this city. If the crimes indicated are being com- 
mitted, it imports mud that the validity of our 
statute and its sufficiency to reach the guilty 
parties should be early tested. If the spread of 
gambiing bas infected our business-men, the 
consequences cannot but be disastrous; the 
course of business, iustead of proceeding 
quietly and healthily, will become broken by fits 
of fever and panic; uniawfui gains will be pre- 
ferred to the slow protits of leritimate trade: 
our farmers, partaking of the prevalent spirit. 
will hold back their crops in expectation of cor- 
ner prices, borrowing money upon mortgage to 
carry on their operations, instead of reulizing by 
the sgles of farm products. It is said that these 

phenD>mena ure already upparent, and they are 
charged to be the effects of violations of the 
law. i will only add that it is not your duty to 
seek inquisitorially fur evidence that crimes 
huve been committed. Should evidence come 
to you through the regular channels, your duty 
will be consider jt und act fearlesiy and 
promptly to vindicate the laws. I ‘think I may 
promise on the purt of the judiciary of the 
country that if you present men for crime it 
will not go unpunished 80 far as the enforce- 
ment of the laws depends upon them.“ 

The grand jury, after considering a few small 
cases, paid a brief visit to the jail. It is under- 
stood that they found a condition of affairs that 
will warrant a more extended visit ut an early 
day. It will bave tu be very soon, or things will 
be materially changed perhaps. A good supply 
of Lake Michigan brought to a boiling heat, to- 
gether witb a bountiful supply of soap, lye, and 
insect powders, will work a wonderful change 
in a very short time. 
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JOHNNY LAMB ACQUITTED.

THE SECRETARY’S REPORT. 


The Secretary, Dr. David G. Rush, of the Em- 
pire Distillery, presented his report as follows, 
— those portions covered by the Presi- 

ent: 

* Since we last met we have had the pleasure 
of witnessing a period of most gratifying com- 
mercial and financial prosperity. Factories and 
furnaces which long stood idle are now running. 
The United States bas paid its creditors abroad 
and our Government bonds are practically all 
heid at home, and many millions have been can- 
celed and retired. It is to be hoped that our in- 
terest shall shure in the general prosperity of 
the times, for to do less woul argue 
poorly for our intelligence and bus. 
ness sagacity. The resent situation, how- 
ever, confronts us with facts which should 
not be lost sight: of. The present 
capacity to produce spirits is much greater than 
necessary to supply the demands of the trade or 
the wants of the people. The bigh price of 
grain has raised the cost of alcohol to a point 
which practically prohibits exportation, and this 
will prove a loss of 16,000,000 galions of spirits 
to our trade. The next feature worthy of gen- 
eral attention is the somewhat extraordinary 
and unusual quantity of spipes now vontuinea 
in the bouded warehouses througbout the coun- 
try. The amount of whisky at this time beid in 
distillery bonded warehouses does not fall short 
Of 66,000,000 gallons, of which amount the State 
of Kentucky bas upwaras of 42,000,000 gallons. 
The spirits in bonds are chictly new, ‘Sls and 
"Sls, and there is little apprehension that more 
spirits will be put ou the immediate market 
than the trade can take care of. But within 
three years all this bonded spirits must be re- 
— from the warebouscs and the tax paid 
on it. 

“Our business differs from any other. The 
requirements of our laws iuterfere and atfect it 
as they do nothing eise. Evaporation and leak- 
age are ulso disturbing elements, and after the 
tax is paid the losses from these causes become 
two-fold greater, which naturally creates a 
desire on the part ot the dealer to realize on 
goods as soon as possible after the tax has been 
paid. If there were no epecified time at which 
the tax should be paid and goods removed from 
warchouses, there would be less disposition to 
put them on the market before needed and less 
danger or apprehension of sudden depression iu 
prices and derangement in the trade. The 
manufacturers and dealers are equally inter- 
ested in preserving stability and confidence for 
the future, and to insure this demands our best 
efforts and joint labors. 

**During the past year I have received numer- 
ous letters referring to the tax on distilled 
spirits, and there appears to be u pretty general 
conviction that the tax is too high, whilst ou the 
other band there is a fear expressed that the 
agitation of this subject would unsettle values 
aud do injury to the trade, and that after all we 
might fall in the effort to reduce it, or succeed 
only after a long and continued effort. There 
can be little doubt that a proposed reduction of 
the tax would tend to restrict trade; the dealer 
would naturally work off his stock ou hand, and 
buy us sparingly as nis necessities would de- 
mand, until the matter were decided. This would 
compel the manufacturer to restrict his pro- 
duction for the time, or bold his goods in bond 
until they could be withdrawn under the lower 
tax. It therefore becomes a serious question, 
fitted for our patient reflection und mature con- 
sideration, whether the present is a good time 
to work for a reduction, when our export de- 
mand is cut off and our warebouses contain an 
unusual quantity of spirits. Without wishing 
to express an opinion that might in the least 
seem to forestall tne action of this meeting, it 
would appear to me to be the part of wisdom 
that, before we undertake to secure radical 
changes in the present laws, the trade should 
indorse such proposed changes with every rea- 
souable degree of unanimity, and furthermore 
be assured that the Revenue Department would 
not 27 oppose our efforts. 

It is undoubtedly true that the Government 
is not vow in want of the excessive tax, and the 
bigh duty greatly restricts the use of spirits in 
the arts and industries of the country, and it 
might not be too much to say that the increased 
uses to which alcohol and spirits would be put, 
would in a short time yield as much revenue to 
the Government as the present exorbitant and 
repressive tax.”

* Your committee has carefully examined alt 
the matter which has been laid before it, and 
recommends that the propositions submitted, 
and which are not covered by the foreguing 
recommendations, be referred to the convention 
for its action. 

“ Your committee recommends that the Ex-

Mr. Thomas, ot Kentucky. said that when they 
were given ‘the Curlisie bill, they told the In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioners that they would 
not come to Congress for a reduction of the t 
until the state of the Treasury would justify 
the Government in granting it. He believed 
that if it were telegraphed from this city that 
the association had voted in favor ot a re- 
duction of the tax to 50 cents, it would par- 
alyze the trade. He proposed as a substitute 
that the association petition Congress to reduce 
the tax on ir cents per galion per year 
until it reached cents, provided always that 
the state of the public finances would justify it. 

Mr. H. B. Miller favored a reduction to 50 
cents, which would reduce the revenues 
$24,000,000 per annum, and said the time was 
coming when the entire internal revenue sys- 
tem would be abolished and the Government 
supported entirely by customs duties. Mr. Mil- 
ler's remarks were much applauded. 

Mr. Graves. of Kentucky, favored the original 
resolution and was opposed to the substitute. 

Mr. Hobart, of Ohio, said the question be- 
fore them was simply and strictly what 
amount of tax would be to best interest 
of the trade. He thought the present tigures 
worked no barm to the trade, and thought 
further that it would not be by any means easy 
to obtain a reduction. He believed the trade 
was far better off at the present rates than it 
would be at 50 cents.

Wit- 
ness was asked about the Gray case,and said 
that at its tinal settlement there bad been real- 
ly $2,225 due Mr. Gray on the judgment with 
interest, which made it $2,362. Of this Mr. Otis 
nid $2,351, leaving a balance doe by Mr. 
zournes to Mr. Gray of $11, but if 10 percent 
were allowed instead of 6 per cent the sum of 
$36 was due. Further than this the wit- 
ness suid he knew nothing about the 
Gray case. He loaned money to Mr. Bournes 
and to his sister, Mrs. Henderson, and her bus- 
band, about Sept. 22, 1877, and had drawn up 
articles of copartnership between them. They 
wanted $500 to start in business, and desired 
witness to use bis influence in getting them 
credit. The money had been loaned them, aud 
witness told them to call for more if they ne@<ded 
it to carry on their business, and they gave bim 
a note for two months. At the end of two 
months interest was paid for another two 
months. It bad been renewed from time to 
time for something over two years. 

A question on the admission ot hearsay evi- 
dence was raised here, and a lively wordy strug- 
gle between Judge Hibbard and Dr. Worrall 
took place. The question was finally submitted 
to the Presbytery, and the evidence was decided 
not competent.

The Mutual Union Telegraph Company. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—The Common Council at its 


meeting Monday evening refused to allow the 


Mutual Union Telegraph Company to erect a 


line of telegraph-poles within the corporate 
limits. The arguments on which some of the 
Aldermen based their opposition were of the 
narrowest and flimsiest character. Aid. Wick- 
ersham was vehemently in earnest in his fear 
that thé great monopoly of Jay Gould—the 
western Union Telegraph Company stood 
waiting and watching with its capacious maw 
wide open ready to swallow up the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company at the first favor- 
able ‘opportunity. He knew it—there was no 
mistake about the scheme. Therefore he op- 
posed the poile-line, but voted for the under- 
ground route, on the hypothesis, perhaps, that 
if the line was put into the ground Jay Gould 
couldn't get his maulersonit. It strjkes me as 
brazen effrontery to put forth such prophecy in 
the face of the statements of the gentlemen 
connected with the Mutual Union Telegraph 
Company, that they are not engaged in stock- 
jobbiug operations, but, upon the contrary, have 
entered into this enterprise as a straight- 
forward, legitimate, commercial business, and 
that they bave come to stay with us, and not to 
sell out. 

Another ponderous reason why this compet- 
ing telegraph company should not be placed on 
a par witb existing telexraph companies, and be 
allowed to put up a pole line, was because no 
one had asked therefor but the telegraph com- 
pan itself. That appears to be a very ro- 
markable fact, and it may seem stupid that the 
committee omitted to ask some wholesale 
grocery house, for instance, or other repre- 
sentative interest, to appiy to the Common 
Council for the rights and privileges desired by 
the company. 

Ald. Everett was eloquently opposed to the 
pole line. It is evident that he was not gotten 
uptociimba pole. The reason nearest to his 
heart for his opposing the application of 
the Union Mutuai Telegraph Company to be al- 
lowed to come into the City of Chicago without 
delay with its wires on a pole line, whereby the 
business community of this city would be en- 
abled tosave thousands of dollars per month in 
the cost of its telegraphing, appeared to be a 
moral abhorrence of the thought that 
sanctimonious Council could violate its own 
ordinances, yet it was asserted then and there 
by a brother Alderman that Mr. Everett had re- 
cently signed a committee report recommending 
the erection of some frame buildings or sheds 
in clear violation of the fire Ordinance. Tele- 
graph poles never yet burned down any consid- 
— portion of our city, whereas frame sheds 

ave. 

Ald. Burley was quite artistic in bis whys and 
wherefores as to the “no pole line” being just 
the thing for Chicago. Some telegraph company 
of yore has probably set a pole against his barn- 
door, which act can “ hardly ever be forgiven. 
He is probably a lover of the finearts. He 
thought the telegraph poles were unsightly. 
They didn't make a good chromo—therefore the 
Mutual Union Telegraph must be put under 
ground or be kept out of the City of Ubivago. 

We all know that the telegraph poles and 
wires which are scaftered upon and over our 
streets and buildings do not present a very 
handsome appearance, yet up to this date it 
must be conceded that they haye been and are 
uu unavoidable necessity. The people of Chi- 
cago can point with pride to the lines of teie- 
graph poles and the network of wires in this 
city, with the assurance that they are second to
